STRIKING TRAINMEN 


REFUSE TO RETURN 


At a Secret Meeting Held 
Sunday 1,000 Members 
of Brotherhood Voted 
to Continue the Strike. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 20.— 
A movement to end the strike of 
railroad switchmen here which be- 
@an yesterday and which has been 
termed unauthorized by national 
union officials failed late tonicht 
when a secret meeting of strikers 
adjourned without taking action. 

It was announced following the 
meeting that another conference 
would be held tomorrow morning, 
at which time the matter would be 
discussed further. There was said 
to have been considerable senti- 
ment for ending the strike express- 
ed at the meeting. 

J. M. Corbett, general manager 
of the Kansas City Terminal rail- 
road, said tonight reports that had 
reached him. concerning the strik- 
ers’ attitude were encouraging. 


Kansas City, Mo., November $0.— 
Eight hundred representative citi- 
zens of the two Kansas Cities at a 
mass meeting today adopted a reso- 
lution requesting that federal troops 
be sent to both communities as a 
result of the precarious situation 
caused by the nation-wide coal] 
strike and made worse by the strike 
of railroad trainmen. : 

Telegrams were sent !n compli- 
ance with the resolution to Governor 
Gardner, of Missouri, and Governor 
Allen, of ‘Kansas,.by the mayors of 
both cities and thé president of the 
chamber of commerce. At the mass 
meeting it was asserted that the two 
cities were virtually without coal. 
It was said that {f additional coal 
Was obtainable it was practically 
impossible to-mova becuse of the 
strike of trainmen. | 

Troops were ficeded, {1 twas de- 
clared, for the protection of men 
who would volunteer to take the 
places of the striking yardmen, 
approximately 1,500 of whom left 
work Saturday.

Washington, November oU0.--Al- 
though a new effort for compro- 
mise ratification of the peace 
treaty is expected to follow close- 
ly the reconvening of congress to- 
morrow, discussion among return- 
ing senators tonight revealed lit- 
tle optimism that the question 
would be brought to a decisive 
stage for some weeks. 

In the absence of information as 
to what President Wilson will 
recommend in his message to the 
new session, republican and demo- 
cratic leaders in the senate were 
preparing t% go ahead with long 
delayed general legislation which 
many senators on both sides de- 
clare is urgently demanded by sen- 
timent in their home districts.

In some quarters the impression 
gained ground that Mr. Wilson 
would touch but briefly on the 
treaty in his message and would let 
further formal action regarding it 
wait until a compromise had been 
perfected. In order to get it be- 
for the senate rangain in a pariia- 
mentary sense it will be necessary 
in the view of most senators, for 
the executive to again submit it 
for ratification. 

Wilson’xs Probable Course. 

At the \. ite House there was 
no intimstion of the president's 
probabl. course though it récently 
was declared by officials there that 
the message to congress will lay 
stress on industrial conditions. 

Since the last session ended on 
November 19 no senator has seen 
the president and Senator Hitch- 
cock indica‘’-d tonight tnat he 
would make no further effort in 
the near future to secure @ confer- 
ence with the executive. 

He would not predict what the 
presidential message would say 
on the subject, but said he did not 
expect the subject to come to a ar 
rect issue until the session was 
some weeks old. Compromise ef- 
forts would. be renewed privately, 
he added, as soon &@s possible. 

Senator Lodge, republican leader, 
had not returned to the capital to- 
night, but other prominent repub- 
lican senators concurred in the 
view of the democrats that the 
treaty would not soon be brought 
again before the senate. _ Every- 
where the impression prevailed that 
extended debate on it would not be 
revived. It was pointed out that 
if a compromise was reached by the 
two-thirds. necessary to ratify, clo- 
ture could be invoked and the job 
disposed of quickly. 

The Treaty With Austria. 

There also was & belief among 
some of the leaders that the treaty 
with Austria, soon to be ready for 
submission to the senate, might be 
the basis on which the principal is- 
sues of the fight were next raised. 
This treety, like the one with Ger- 
many, c°itains the covenant of the 
league nations, it has been sug- 
gested that during its consideration 
a way might be found for clearing 
up the whole treaty situation in the 
senate.

TALY SOCIALISTS 
10 AFFRONT KING 
IN PARLIAMENT 


When Victor Emmanuel 
Enters, Socialists Will 
Not Rise and Will 
Leave Chamber as Soon 
as He Begins Speech. 


Rome, November 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—When King Victor 
Emmanuel enters the chamber at 
the opening of the twenty-fifth ses- 
sion of parliament at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning the socialist depu- 
ties will not rise. They will leave 
the chamber when the roll call be- 
gins and hold a meeting of the s8o- 
elalist bloc in an adjoining room 
while the king delivers his address. 

It was by a vote of 105 to 23 that 
the socialists'adopted this plan, pro- 
posed by Signor Modigliani. Those 
casting the negative votes favored 
a proposal by Signor Mazzoni not to 
attend the sessions at all. 

Oath With Reservations, 

The socialists will take the oath 
at Tuesday’s sessign with. mental 
reservations and present a motion 
to eliminate from the constitution 
the requirement that the deputies 
shall take such oath. 

Some of the socialist deputies say 
that this moderate program, as they 
term it, may be modified if their op- 
ponents offer an affront. Just what 
might be regarded as an affront has 
not been made clear and there igs 
much speculation as to whether the

As a result of the big coal strike 
that has caused perhaps the grav- 
est fuel crisis in the history of the 
United States, citizens of the south- 
erh states will begin at noon today 
a new order of existence as outlined 
by the federal fuel committee, and 
the restricted use of coal, light, heat 
and power made necessary by the 
coal shortage will throw thousands 
of people out of employment, and 
cause thousands of others to spend 
many hours each day of enforced 
idleness. 

The order promulgated Saturday 
night by the southern regional 
coal committee puts into effect 
sweeping restrictions with reference 
to the use of light, heat and power, 
and these regulations, which will e 
backed up by the United States fuel 
administration, may be made more 
drastic within a short time, unless 
a settlement of the miners’ striké 
brings about an increase in the pro- 
duction of coal. 

In preparation for the rigid en- 
forcement of regulations sent out 
Saturday night letters have been 
directed to all the governors of the 
southern states, asking that the 
chief executive co-operate with the 
committee in securing a general ob- 
servance of the mandatory conser- 
vation measures. Governors have 
been asked to direct officers of the 
law to use every effort to see that 
the regulations are observed in each 
community of the several states. 

Telegram Sent Out. 
telegram was also sent as fol- 
lows to the various federal mana- 


gers, terminal managers, chairmen 
of operating committees and port 
agents in the southern region, ask- 
ing that they co-operate with 
committee in enforcing the orders 
of Saturday night. 

‘We have fSrwarded to you by mail 
copies oi statement to public issued by 
this committee embodying a program of 
curtailment of fuel and power consumption. 
The regnlations included in this statement 
are hereby made effective at noon Monday, 
December 1, 1919. Please have copies of 
this statement made immediately and send 
several to the agent or ranking official at 
each point on your line. 

Inform officers and agents that tn de- 
livering and policing the use of coal they 
are acting for this committee as representa- 
tives of the United States fuel administra- 
tion. Instruct each of them to deliver a copy 
of the commititee’s statement to the may- 
or or chief officer of his community with 
formal request for co-operation of the au- 
thorities in speing that these regulations 
are complied with. The statement will 
have been published tn the newspapers 
throughout the region and the public should 
have a fair understanding of the regula- 
tions by the time they are formally in the 
hands of the railroad people. 

All public utilities have been advised of 
what is required of them and should be 
ready to cut off light, heat or power from 
any consumer who r fuses compliance, This 
should control the situation to a large ex- 
tent, but railroad representatives should 
keep in close teuch with public officers and 
other sources of information and be ready 
t® recommend the withholding of ceal from 
viclators of the curtailment program. Cases 
of persistent violation by people dependent 
only upon stocks of coal in their own pos- 
sexsion should he reprted through you to this 
committee with view asking action by 
nearest federal district attorney if an ap- 
parent violation of war time jaw.is involved.

'ANTHRACITE MINERS 


Mines in Many States 

Ready to Reopen Today 
on Basis of. 14 Per Cent 
Increase, But It Is Be- 
lieved Miners Will Re- 
main Out, 


Chicago, November 30.—Mines in 
| many states were ready tonight to 
| reopen tomorrow on the basis of the 
| 14 per cent wage advance fixed by 
| Fuel Administrator Garfield, but the 
anticipated refusal of many union 
miners to break their strike, now 
one month old, léft the prospect for 
increased production an unanswered 
question, 

But, with nearly the whole of the 
country under fuel restrictions, 
| more stringent than ifn war time, 
many governors were considering 
taking drastic action similar to that 
of Governor Henry J. Allen, of Kan- 
sas, who took over control of the 
Strip mines under ‘court receiver- 
ships, and who had fedéral troops 
at the mines tonight and 1,200 na- 
tional guardsmen on the way to pro- 
tect volunteer workers. 

Governors and attorneys genera! 
of seven States held a conference 
here today recommending a more 
thorough organization of the fuel 
| administration and more rigid con- 
servation of fuel, but agreed on no 
drastic action pending development 
of government plans, The gover- 
nors will meet again in one week. 

Kansas City was appealing for 
troops tonight because of the strike 
of switchmen and trainmen in the 
Kansas City terminal district. There 
was a possibility that state troops 
might be called out tomorrow. 

Anthracite Strike Feared. 

Alexander Howatt, president of 
the Kansas district of the miners’ 
union whose 13,000 ‘members have 
been n strike since November 1, 
predicted that 160,000 anthracite 
miners would walk out in Pennsyl- 
vania soon. He belittled Governor 
Allen’s action in obtaining volunteer 
worker for the strip mines, 

The l.ansas situation was marked 
by the report of the dynamiting of 
a mine switch track in the Pitts- 
burg coal district. 

General regional committees vir- 
tually took over control of fuel 
stocks today and hundreds of non- 
essential industries will be closed.

Sir Horace Plunkett 
Warns Britain That Re- 
pressive Measures Only 
Make Matters Worse.

Washington, November 30.—An- 
other nute to the Mexican govern- 
ment relating to the arrest and im- 
prisonment of William O. Jenkins, 
consular agent at Puebla, was sent 
by the state department today te 
the embassy at Mexico City for 
Presentation tomorrow to Carranza. 

The note, which some officials in- 
dicated might be the last on the 
subject, was in reply to Mexico’s 
answer to a sharp demand by this 
government for the immediate re- 
lease of Jenkins. No intimation of 
its character was disclosed, but of- 
ficials in touch with the situation 
believed it was more emphatie than 
any sent heretofore. It was 
thought here tonight that the note 
would be delivered to the foreign 
office at Mexico City by noon to- 
morrow, but there was no state-’ 
ment as to when the text would be 
made public. State department of- 
ficials declined to be questioned 
concerning the nature of the com- 
munication. 

No Late Advices. 

There were no advices to the de- 
partment today from the Mexican 
capital concerning the Jenkins casé 
or the latest murder of another oli 
man, Wallace, although the embas- 
sy had been instructed to investi- 
gate and report, 

Senators and representatives, back 
today for the regular session of cofie 
gress tomorrow took a live-.interest 
in latest dispatches from the south- 
ern republic, and there were indl- 
cations that debate would break 
loose in both houses tomorrow. on 
the general Mexican situation.

By 
decisive majorities the senate pur 
on fourteen reservations, ail de- 
Signed solely to protect the safety, 
independence and sovercignty of 
the United States. They did not 
nuilify the ‘treaty. They simply 
Americanized it. If the president 
had not interfered and issued or- 
ders against accepting the reserva- 
tions the treaty would have been 
ratified with the reservations on 
November 19. These reservations 
—the work of months—represent 
the views of the United States sen- 
ate, and, in my judgment, of a 
vast majority of the people of the 
country. They constitute the irre- 
ducible mimimum,. Immaterial ver- 
bal changes would be foolish and 
needless, 

“If the president desires to have 
prompt ratification of the treaty 
with Germany he has only ‘to ac- 
cept the reservations as they stand 
We desire final action, as I have 
said, but action must be based on 
acceptance of the reservations 
as they are. I hope prompt action 
will be taken, but if the president 
that he will not accept 
those reservations and insists upon 
carrying them over to the election, 
those who are determined that the 
treaty shall be Americanized stand 
meet him on that issue 
before the people.”

Editor Consi::ution: Now while 
the recent trajvedy of the hotel fire 
here, and the dance hall disaster in 
Louisiana is still fresh in our 
minds, I think the fact that our

Yesterday, a small committee, of 
which I was one, inspected the Au- 
ditorium, inside an? out.

Should a fire 
break out while the place is filled, 
the Iroquois theater aorror of Chi- 
cago would pale into insignificance 
beside it. The interior is built of 
the most -inflammable material. 
There are absolutely no fire es- 
capes. The only two on the build- 
ing lead from the Armory? and 
cannot be reached from the Audi- 
torium. The dress circle has no 
exit except through the arena, To 
any one who has ever been there 
when the place is filled, this needs 
no comment. There is but one exit 
from the baleony—a narrow, wind- 
ing, board gangway, covered with 
straw matting. 
“Exit” in the extreme rear 
ing, board gar: <way, lsacing to the 
rear of the stixge, mak'nir -t a men- 
ace, as, in cuse a fire broke out 
there, this opening would only act 
a funnel to conduct the fire to 
the balcony. 


We went directly from the Audi- 
torium to the office of Fire Chief 
Cody. He was very courteous, tak’ 
ing the time to explain to us what 
he had been trying to get the city 
to do for the last four years, but 
success. He agreed with 
us that it it was a firerap. That 
conditions could not be worse, but 
that all he could say to the people 
was, “Don't go there.” Which means 
that either tne people must forego 
all concerts, lectures, etce., or risk 
their lives every time they go.

Absurdity Shown. 
*“The absurdity of the argument is 
patent. What really happened is 


this: Ireland was overpopulated at 
the famine period; families of from 
6 to 10in number were herded upon 
-gmall holdings of from 3 to 10 acres, 
often of very poor land. The po- 
tato was the staple food of the peo- 
ple; the soil was constantly em- 
ployed in growin potatoes, an@ ex- 
haustion of the soil, through lack of 
fertilizer,. inevitably ensued. For 
two disastrous years the potato crop 
wasauniversal failure, and famine 
was rife. Thousands of those who 
could doso fled to America, to Liv- 
erpool, Manchester and Glasgow. 
No system of: government could 
have averted what was the clear 
consequence of the violation of the 
laws of natur>. Even today there 
are parts of Ireland where the pop- 
ulation is greaer than the poor soil 
can maintain. That is why there is 
an English governmental depart- 
ment, known as the congested dis- 
tricts board, which has for its 
purpose to. transfer the excess pop- 
ulation from one area to another less 
thickly poplated. ‘Those so trans- 
ferred are placed upon really eco- 
nomic holdings at the expense of the 
British government, and more than 
one hundred millions of British 
money has been advanced under the 
various Irish land acts for the cre- 
ation of a peasant proprietary class. 
Great Britain has not done. this 
etiher for the English or Seotch 
farmers. 

“The Irish laborer, as well, has 
been an enormous gainer by British 
government. Eighty thousand la- 
borers’ cottages have been built by 
the British treasury in Ireland, and 
the rental from these varies from 
one shilling to-half a crown a 


syste ave what Great Britain did 
under conscription. 

“Looking down the street from 
the city hall in Belfast, you can see 
property greater in value than all 
the property in the whole province 
of Connaught. You can see five of 


—the world’s greatest distillery, its 
greatest rope works, its greatest 
shipyards, its greatest spinning mill, 
its greatest tobacco factory. 

“Here in Belfast all the aero- 
plane cloth for all the allied serv- 
ice, including America, was manu- 
factured. In the words of the com- 
mander-in-chief, ‘Belfast gave the 
allied armies their eyes.’ The two 
great shipbuilding yards absorbed 
the labors of 650,000 men. These 
men were precluded: from volun- 
teering because t)ey were in an es- 
sential war industry. The immedi- 
ate Belfast area, notwithstanding 
these handicaps, gave to the fight- 
ing forces of the crown more men 
than the entire provinces of Con- 
naught,. Munster and Leinster com- 
pined (excluding the Dublin area). 
The province of Ulster exceeded the 
wrand tota] of all the gest of Ifre- 
land by 7,000 men, though Ulster 
represented little more than one- 
fourth of the whole population of 
Ireland. 

“It is contended that the act of 
union has failed. Sinn Feiners and 
nationalists alike point triumphant- 
lv to the fact that, since the famine 
year of 1847, Ireland’s population 
has fallen ‘by almost half. They 
conveniently ignore the fact that, at 
the act of union, the population of 
Treland was only 4,000,000, and that 
it rose, under the act of union, from 
4,000,000 to 8,000,000. Apparently, 
therefore, the union at once doubled

In none 
of her great projects has she ever 
received a sixpence of government 
subsidy. 

“Contrast this position, under the 
union, with the: state of Ireland 
With an Irish parliament. Prior to 
1782. Ireland had a subordinate 
parliament, and from 1782 to 1800, 
an independent parliament. <A gov- 
ernment commission, according to 
the records of the old Irish parlia- 
ment, reported in 1800 that so des- 
perate was the state of the country 
that over two million pounds are 
dependent upon only twenty weeks’ 
work in a year for sustenence. The 
country is a vast pauper warren,’ 

Financial Facts. 

“From 1782 to 1800, the national 
debt of Ireland rose from £2,000,000 
to £28,000,00—that is, multiplied 
fourteen, times. From 1800 ‘to 1817, 
Ireland, under the vnion, was given 
a separate exchequer and, in that 
period the national deficit rose from 
£28,000,000 to £147,000,00. Finally, to 
end the scandal of national bank- 
ruptey, the exchequer was funded. 
England took over the liabllity for 
Ireland’s debt, though the end of 
the Napoleonic wars had added 
enormously to her own burden. 
From. that day to this, Ireland has 
never paid a sixpence, either in prin- 
cipal r interest on that £147,000,000.

The Northcliffe press has not un- 
skillfully occupied the ground from 
which it is already making furious 
propagandist raids against bel- 
shevism, aH of which are now, 
implication, directed against Lioyd- 
George. Zero ig timed for the mo- 
ment when Lloyd-George takes ac- 
tion on the report the British par- 
liamentary delegation will bring 
back from its conference with the 
bolsheviks. 

The second point is Ireland, 
around which the Northcliffe forces 
have made extensive preparations 
for the inevitable moment when 
Lloyd-George will pass that way. 
This may be the most dangerous 
engagement for Lloyd-George be- 
cause he will be exposed to cross 
fire from other parties and because 
The Times in particular is estab- 
lished on the solid ground of opin- 
ion created by its own conservative 
home rule proposals. 

: Labor Point. 


Labor is the third point. The
